“I think we ought to send this man over to 
tell the Russians about the woman who re- 
ceived a prison sentence in Los Angeles the 
other day because she is a syndicalist. He 
ought to tel} them about our political prisoners 
at Leavenworth, and make everybody over there 
recoil with horrer from pictures of Palmer's 
raids. 

“Imagine us becoming to Russia what Rus- 
Sia once was to us! Yet that is no great exag- 
eration of exactly what is happening. We had 
for a long time in this country the surest safe- 
guard against revolution. Anyone coming here 
was handed a soap box at Ellis Island and in- 
vited to say what he pleased. We rendered 
harmless in that way sects and insects other- 
wise dangerous. We had some of the most de- 
lightful communities of political nuts the world 
has ever known, and not one of them made 
the slightest impression upon American life. 
Our good-natured tolerance of eccentric opinion 
aimost made Emma Goldman and Alexander 
Perkmann believe in government. 

“I don't know how many women we have in 
Prison now for saying irresponsible things about 
the Government—but {imagine analyzing what 
women say! We have lost for the moment our 
sense of humor, or we would laugh at what the 
women say about politics. We would slap one 
mnother on the back and someone would say, 
‘llere is what Mrs. So-and-So thinks.’ where- 
upon we would all laugh uproariously.
